Truman Says

President Truman asserted 
today that it is "a big lie" to 
say he tolerates Communists 
in this nation's government. 


And he accused those who say 


so of employing a tactic used by 
the Communist themselves, a tac- 
tic he described as "the big lie 
technique." That technique. Tru- 
man said, "was developed by the 
Communists, perfected by Hitler." 


There were no names in the an- 


gry worded speech Truman pre- 
pared for the National Conference 
on Citizenship, but he asked the 
voters to defeat the users of "the 
big lie" regardless of party af- 
filiation. 


Marshall Reference 


The President said that anyone 


who resorts to "the big lie tech- 
nique" "is not a good man." And 
he singled out for special atten- 
tion those who call Gen. George C. 
Marshall traitor. 


He told the conference: 
"It is a big lie, for example, to 


say that we tolerate Communists 
and other disloyal persons in our 
government. It is a big lie to at- 
tack one of the greatest generals 
and patriots whom this country 
ever had and call him a traitor." 


Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, Wis- 


consin Republican seeking;reelec- 
tion, has denounced Gen. Marshall 
and Secretary of State Acheson as 
'.'monumental liars" and has said 
that Marshall' is "steeped in false- 
hood." He also has described Mar- 
shall as a "mysterious, powerful 
figure" whov sided with Russia in 
historic decisions which "lost'the 
peace for America." 


Sen. William E. Jenner, Indiana 


Republican also up for reelection, 
has called Gen. Marshall a "living 
lie!!, and "front man for traitors."

Detroit, Los Angeles, Port- 
land and Eugene, Ore., Chicago 
and Minneapolis. 


FBI.Complaints 


All the arrests were made on 


warrants issued by U.S. commis- 
sioners and federal judges on com- 
plant of FBI agents. The attorney 
general authorized the filing of the 
complaints. 


Among those arrested was Helen 


Mary Winter, 44, wife of Carl Win- 
ter, one'of the 11 top Communist 
leaders convicted in New York in 
1949. 


Mrs. Winter, picked up in De- 


troit, has been Michigan state 'or- 
ganizational secretary of the party.

Justice 
department

nouncement described Mrs. Winter 
as presently active with the "com- 
mittee for amnesty for Smith Act 
victims." 


All those arrested today, like 


many party leaders seized earlier, 
are charged with violating the 
Smith Act which forbids conspiring 
to advocate the ovarthrow 'of the 
government by force and violence.

Many 
voters, particularly the independ- 
ents, they say. are waiting to hear 
what the rival candidates have to 
say before making up their minds. 


But at this stage of the campaign 


many Dixie newsmen say a trend 
is apparent that may bring a rec- 
ord vote for the Republican ticket 
in November even if it falls short 
of carrying any states. 


Again, as in other legions, they 


cite these factors: Sentiment for 
a change, Eisenhower's personal 
popularity, "disgust with Truman- 
ism," 
high taxes, 
"mismanage- 


ment and corruption" in govern- 
ment. 


But in the South there also is 


mention of the civil rights issue 
and the administration's opposition 
to state ownership of tidelands oil 


If voter seritiment shifts later on, 


in advance of the election, some 
•newsmen expect it to be in Steven- 
son's direction. That is the case in 
Arkansas, for example, and in 
Florida, too. 


The reasons offered are that 


Stevenson will pick up Southern 
supporters as he becomes better 
known while Eisenhower may lose 
a bit of ground as the first flush 
of enthusiasm aroused by his early 
September campaign trip to the 
South begins to fade a little. 


The same survey pattern was fol- 


lowed in the South as elsewhere.

Using the best available yard-

popular vote that can be expected 
to go to Stevenson and Eisenhower.

Jefferson's Argument With Hamilton 


Brought Free Press Amendment 


An uncelebrated dispute led by two eary Americans 


reached a celebrated climax in New York 163 years ago and 
resulted in a written endowment of freedom for the na- 
tion's press. 


Without this endowment, the newspaper you are read- 


ing might be vastly different. 


On one side of the argument was Thomas Jefferson who 


believed the nation's new Constitution needed amending to 
provide specifically for press freedom, among other things. 


Opposed to Jefferson was Alexander Hamilton, who al- 


though in favor of an unrestricted press, said such an 
amendment was unnecessary. 


The Constitution ratified by the states a year earlier 


did not guarantee an uncontrolled press because Hamilton 
and his followers thought this freedom could better be at- 
tained if Congress were left to legislate on its behalf.

However, Jefferson took violent exception to this 


sort of thinking and pressed hard for his amendment. 


Hamilton claimed such a provision "*** would be dan- 


gerous. (It) would even contain various exceptions to pow- 
ers not granted; and on this very account would afford a 
colorful pretext to claim more than were granted. 


"For why declare that things shall not be done which 


there is no" power to do?" Hamilton asked. "Why, for in- 
stance, should it be said that liberty of the press shall not 
be restricted when no power is given by which restrictions 
may be imposed?"

Despite these eloquent words, Jefferson, who now had 


the support of several states, persisted in his fight for the 
written guarantee. 


He once said "if it were left to me to decide whether 


we should have a government without newspapers, or news- 
papers without government, I should not hesitate for a mo- 
ment to choose the latter." 


The great debate went from warm to hot during the 


period it continued, causing political ramifications and pit- 
ting Jefferson and Hamilton against each other time and 
time again.

On that date, 163 years ago the First Congress met 


here and at its first session agreed to submit 12 constitu- 
tional amendments to the 13 states for ratification. 


The states declined to approve the first two proposed 


amendments, but ratified the other 10 called the Bill of 
Rights, the first of which includes Jefferson's cherished 
clause providing for freedom of the press. 


It reads: "Congress shall make no law *** abridging 


the freedom of speech, or of the press'***."

History and Harry's Errors 
Repeat on Steel Question 


One of President Harry S. Truman's favonte pei formances is to 


tell press conference reporters to go look at their history. 


If reporters would just go see how things were handled when con 


dltions were thus and so, they would know at once how matters stooc 
today, and how they were being handled. In other words, there are 
none so dumb as those who will not learn from the lessons of history 


Following this no-doubt-good advice, the writer of this piece has 


been reading a few pages from a handy little maroon-colored, paper 
backed booklet called "A Short History of OPA." 


It was published by the government in 1947., Its purpose was to 


serve as a guide for future generations that might get involved in a 
national defense economy, so that they wouldn't make the same mis- 
takes that were made during World War II and after. 


OPA, for the benefit of those who maye have grown up since 


1947, 
was the Office of Price Administration, forerunner to OPS—the 


Office of Price Stabilization of today. 


The most interesting part of this "Short History of OPA," for to- 


day's reader, are pages 94 to 99. They deal with the steel strike of 
1946, and what the government did about trying to control the wage 
increase and the resulting price rise granted the steel industry. 


The thing that will strike you pink and puiple all over about this 


steel wage and price settlement of six years ago is that the gov- 
ernment made almost exactly the same mistakes in 1952 that were 
made in 1946. These mistakes in 1946 led to the post-war inflationary 
spiral of 1946-47.

What was learned from history—from this "Short' History of 


OPA" as applied to the steel case, at any rate—was absolutely noth- 
ing. The President of the United States in 1946, as in 1952. was none 
other than Harry S. Truman. 


To get the picture and to learn the lesson that should have been 


learned from the 1946 experience, it is necessary to review briefly 
what happened. 


In December. 1945, the CIO Steelworkers demanded a 25-cent-an- 


hour increase. Not getting it, they struck on Jan. 21, 
19IG. 


President Truman took a direct hand in settling the strike for an 


18'rcent-an-hour increase. 
The steel industry demanded a $7-a-ton 


Increase in steel prices to cover increased wajjc costs. OPA recom- 
m»nded a $2.50-a-ton increase. The President finally approved a «5- 
a-ton-mcrease. 


OPA was then forced to allow this price increase to be passed 


through to steel warehouses and their customers. This was the be- 
ginning of the »nd for price and wage controls and stabilization. 


The cost-of-livlng index had been held pretty steady all through 


the war. It advanced from 123 in 1943 to 130 in February. 1946, when 
the steel case was settled. 
After that it began to ris steadily to 141 


in July and 152 in December.

«dering sort of derelict without Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, the Repub- 
lican nominee for president. 


And what do you do when there 


is no candidate? It seems you just 
ride from, St. Paul. Minn., where 
the nominee deserted to fly back 
to New York for an American Fed- 
eration of Labor c o n v e n t i o n 
speech, to the Tri-City area of Mo- 
line, 111., Rock Island. 111., and 
Davenport, la. 


Rejoins Tonight 


Eisenhower rejoins us tonight but 


will sleep in a Davenport hotel be- 
fore we go off again campaigning. 
We've got Mamie, the general's 
wife, aboard, but Mamie won't 
make any speeches. 


So what do we newsmen do? We 


look at the scenery and think of 
the morrow when 'the general will 
be back, waving his arms at the 
applauding crowds. 


That's only part of what makes 


this train known as "Ulcer Ave- 
nue." 


Sen. Fred Seaton of Nebraska, 


dubbed it that when he became the 
fall guy for arranging the lineup of 
18 assorted railroad cars and mak- 
ing them move in a synchronized 
sort of way. 


It took a month for Seaton and 


his staff to figure out the whole 
thing. It took three weeks for elec- 
tricians to wire the train—and they 
couldn't go more than half way 
forward from the general's private 
car on the caboose end to the 
diner. 


Here's Reason 


Why? Because every railroad 


has to put on its own diner, always 
in the middle of the train. 


Seaton and four other top ad- 


visers don't have to walk back to 
the general's private car to talk to 
him. They can pick up an inter- 
com telephone and get him on the 
wire in a second.

The Eisenhower private car, at 


the end of this extra-heavy, extra- 
long passenger train, is a pretty 
fancy thing. It has showers, 
lounges, over-stuffed chairs and a 
dining alcove.

sworn oath that I am not a Com- 
iiunist. 


"But I would resent doing this 


and I would resent it bitterly, if 
I were singled out to do it because 
I happened to be a veteran, or 
someone who lived in Kansas—or 
if I were a labor union official." 


In reference to his Democratic 


rival for the presidency, Eisenhow- 
er declared: 


Secktt Tower 


"My opponent made plain on 


Labor Day that he wanted power, 
as president, to compel arbitration. 
That is exactly what I am against. 
If you want the basic, irreconcil- 
able difference between his posi- 
tion and mine, there it is.

Eisenhower asked "can labor

Gibbs, who 
served 14 years in the Illinois 
house, was defeated for reelection 
in 1950t 


Adduci, a Republican, was ac- 


cused of receiving illegal commis- 
sions on state contracts in the sale 
of envelopes to the state. The 57- 
year-old Chicago lawmaker, first 
elected to the Illinois house in 1934, 
was nominated for another term 
last April but withdrew last month 
as a candidate.

quently this fall. The Illinois Conservation Department has predicted 
improved upland and waterfowl shooting generally in the stale. 


SPRINGFIELD—A bigger take 


of both upland game and water- 
fowl appears in the offing this 
year, according to Joe B. David- 
son, superintendent of the con- 
servation department's, Division 
of Game Management. Last year's 
season on upland game species 
was generally rated only fair. 


Here's Davidson's report in de- 


tail: 


PHEASANTS: These birds are 


showing a 30 per cent increase in 
the number of broods, and the 
broods are larger. Heavy rains 
caused only local losses of chicks, 
particularly in Livingston county. 


QUAIL: Bobwhite production 


m Illinois last year was below 
Average and generally poor 
throughout the nation. But the 
appearance of many young birds 
this spring has been heartening 
and points to a good season. 


RABBITS: Young cottontails 


are more numerous than last 
year, although few are being 
sighted in the extreme north and 
m the southern tip of the state. 
The central and north central 
areas »how an upswing. The 
rabbits are still in the depressed 
area of their up and down cycle 


SQUIRRELS: Better than 1951 


which produced few squirrels but 
lots of nuts and acorns. These 
laid a good foundation for the 
new growing squirrel trop. Hun- 
ters in the southern zone, where 
squirrel season now is under way, 
have been handicapped by dry. 
noisy woods. 


WATERFOWL: Low water 


levels in river bottoms are per- 
mitting a good crop of duck foods 
to grow. If'water rises in the fall 
to put the crop under, thus.mak- 
ing it accessible to the waterfowl, 
they'll be likely to hang around 
Illinois longer than they did last 
year. 


The 10-day increase in the 1952 


water/owl gunning season also 
will be. an aid to hunters since 
it assuucs gunners in all areas 
of Illinois' migratory bird routes 
of having biros on hand during 
some part of the open season. 
Season dates this year are Octo- 
ber 20 to December 13, inclusive. 


This year's duck flight is ex- 


pected to surpass any seen in 
many years. An unusually large 
breeding population returned to 
the northern breeding grounds 
last spring, and the birds were' 
favored with ideal weather con- 
ditions during their nesting period

4. High court, a supreme court 


for deciding the legality of action 
taken by the organization.
